Out of national legislation comes the help or the harm that determines the wel­ 
fare of this great industrial empire called Pennsylvania. 


Because we are an industrial empire, with all the activities pertaining to it, in­ 
cluding mining, agriculture and the great diversity of business and professional 
pursuits; and because, too, we contribute, normally, about one-tenth of the en­ 
tire cost of operating the National Government— 


There is scarcely a Federal law or regulation that relates to industry or 
labor, agriculture or transportation, mining or merchandizing, taxation or 
finance, which does not affect Pennsylvania and its people with conse­ 
quences more important and direct than is the case with any other State 
or its population. 


Laws which give foreign producers and wage-earners an advantage over 
domestic producers and wage-earners, bear down upon the people of 
Pennsylvania with destructive consequences. 


Laws which create subsidies for special groups or activities are like a 
suction pump working day and night to draw off the wealth created in 
this State, which should go back into other developments and widened 
wage-paying. 


Laws which are designed to give especial advantages to the agriculture 
of the W est and South, discrimiimte directly against our own farmers, 
inflicting losses from which they have every right to be protected. 


Our activities are so diversified, our 
interests so many and varied, that they 
need to be watched over and safe­ 
guarded by those who were first 
chosen for their integrity and ability, 
and then wisely retained because of 
their increasingly valuable experience 
and their widening prestige and 
influence. 


Especially is this so in respect of a 
U. S. Senator. 


Through a great many generations the 
people of Pennsylvania have recog­ 
nized this, and have acted and bene­ 
fitted accordingly. It is significant that 
they always have done so through 
the Republican Party. 


From before the Civil W ar to the 
present time, six Senators have served 
this State in the United States Senate 
for a total of 98 years.
